On the 24th Dcccmbjr. 1981, al about 19.15 hours, Station 
Olficci', Police Slation, Bilsi, got infomiationi that a gang of 
dacoits was assembling in village Gudhni to commit a dacoity 
in the house of one Shri Ram Singh, df village Dhanauli. 
This information was convoyed to District Headquarters and 
the Superintendent of Police alongwilh Shri R. P, Singh, 
Deputy Superintendent of Police and a ‘posse’ of force in¬ 
cluding Shri Indrapal Singh, Sub-Inspector, reached village 
Gudhni aind sunounded the giove where the rang was to 
assemble. The gang assembled at about mid-night. The 
Police Patty challenged the gang to surrender and VEP 
shots were fired. The gang opened indiscriminate firing on. 
the police party. The police party returned the fire and 
closed in from Hanks to apprehend the dacoits. Duo to bold 
manoeuvre by the pilice party eleven dacoits were arrested 
in the grove and others fled away under the cover of dark¬ 
ness, Shri 'R. P, Singh, Deputy Supeiintcndcnt of Police, 
aloDgwith b Sub-Inspectors, 3 Head Constables and 11 Cons¬ 
tables, including Sub-Insyicctor Indrapal Singh, chased the 
llecina dacoits. The cha.se continued for 13 kilometres with, 
sporadic exchange of fiic, Shri R, P. Singh, Deputy Super¬ 
intendent of Police reinforced the police cardon and drove 
away the dacoits in that very direction. The dacoits escaped 
towards village Pildaul, Khilaura and reached Conhi-Ka- 
Nagla and hid thcmschos in a grove. The Policoi Party 
located the dacoits and challengea them to surrender but the 
dacoits started firing, At this time the police party were 
divided into two groups. The first group continued firing 
while the second group crawled towards the d.acoits for a 
direct attack, Ifaving found themselves surrounded the 
dacoits ran out of the grove in order to escape police firing. 
Four dacoits were, however, killa;! in the firing who were 
later identified as Radhey alias Natia, Kesho alias Kri,shna, 
Murari and Chandiapal, all of district Etah. 

In this encounter Shri R. P. Singh, Deputy Superintendent 
of Police and Shri Indrapal Singh, Sub-Inspector displayed 
conspicuous grallantiy, courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order. 

These awards arc made for gallantry under nile 4fi) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse¬ 
quently cany with them the special allowamce admissible 
under rule 5, with effect from the 24th December, 1981. 


On the 8th June, 1984, information was received by the 
Senior Superintendent of Police, Aligarh, that dacolt Ansar 
with two of his associates wa.s present in Aligarh University 
Campus with his Fiat Car. He alongwith Shri Sailja Kant 
Misra, Supdt. of Police (City), Shri Shiv Kuitiar Sharma, 
Deputy Supdt. of Police, Shri Maqsood Ahmad, SHO, Civil 
Lines and a small contingent of police force rushed to orga¬ 
nise a raid. The police party, after reaching the Hydel Ins¬ 
pection House, moved in plain clothes towards Art Faculty 
of the University, In order to locate the Fiat Car, Shri S. X. 
Alisra, Supdt. of Police, and Shril S. K. Sharma, Deputy 
Supdt of Police, walked upto the garage and signalled the 
ipresence of the Car to the police party. The officers notictsd, 
Ih.at the engine of the Car had been started and it was about 
to move with one person at the driver’s seat and two others 
on the rear seats. The olficers asked the occupants to 
come out of the Cai'. One of the occupants sitting at the 
roar was covered by Shri Misra and the other by Shri 
Sharma. On this, tlie person who was being covered by Shri 
Sharma, swiftly took out his revolver and fired at him. The 
bullet bit Shri Shamja in his left hand but he remained un- 
peilurbed. He jumped on the assailuiUt and pulled him out 
of the Car. Meanwhile, the driver of the Car also took out 
his revolvct and fired at Shri Misra. One of the bullets hit 
Shri Misra in his left hand. Taking advantage of the sltua- 
ition, the assailant, who was subsequently identified as 'Ansar’, 
treed himself and ran towards the front of the Car. Having 
taken a safer position, Ansar took out his semi-antomatic 
pistol and started! firing at Shri Mi^ra who positioned him¬ 
self behind the partition wall of the garage. Shri Misra 
returned the lire. The driver, in the meanwhile, took posi- 
li*o,T neai the bushes adjacent to the block of garages and 
started tiring at the two officers. 

Shri S. K. Sharma wai still grappling with the man in 
his grip. He was fired upon by Ansar but the officer es¬ 
caped. He moved out to one side and in the melee the 
person in his grip got himself freed and tried to reload his 
pistol. Taking advantage of the occasion, Shri Sharma at 
once fired ,rt him killing the assailant on the spot. The 
driver escaped taking advantage of the bu.shes, Ansar also 
tiied to escape but Shri Mism made a bold dash and suc- 
teedcti -jn shooting him down. Even after having been 
injured, Ansar tried to fire from his pistol but was fired 
upon again by the police parly and he died on the spot. 
The police recovered one 7.65 calibre semi-automatic pistol 
end one C. M. pistol from the dacoits. 

In this encounter Shri .Sailja Kant Misra, Superintendent 
of Police, and Shri Shif Ktimar Sharma, Deputy SufKlt. of 
Police, displaced conspicuous gallantry, courage and de- 
voiion to duly of a high order.

Inspibe of .stiff rcaistencej the party 
managetl to get into the hold and started clearing different 
floors. 4’he tliird floor of the building was particularly 
vulnerable as it was under heavy fire coming through the 
windows of the Golden Temple Complex, Despite fireal 
risk involved to his life Shri Kundan Singh Bisht, Head 
Constable who was included in Ihc party, volunteered to 
lead a small group on to the third floor to clear the extre- 
misis. As soon as he reached the floor he was hit by a 
bullet which pierced through the left portion of his chest.

On the 25th May, 1981, Shri Suresh Chandra Sbarraa, 
Station House Officer, Moosanagar, District Kanpur Dehat, 
icccived information about the presence of the dacoit gang 
of Raghunath Mallali in the house of Rumcharan Kewat in 
village Dubai. He alongwitli available police and PAC 
force, reached village Dubai. On reaching the spot Shri 
Sharma divided the entire force into two parties. Shri 
Sbarma wa.s incharge of the first party while the second 
parly wa.s headed by Shri Akshai Sharma, Sub-Inspector of 
Police. The second party was positioned at the eastern 
side of the village and cordone! the protahlc hide-ou# of 
the dacolts. The ffret parly surrounded the house of Shri 
Ram ehaian Kewat from three sides leaving the northern 
side open.

The return Hhnll be 
in the form given in Schedule ‘fl’ annexed here¬ 
to. 

(ej The Commission shah deposit a sum of Rs. 6,000/- 
as security us required by rule 11 of the PNG Rules.

fiv) to advise the Government on policy regarding export 
of livinn animal.s, trophies, skins, fms, feathers and 
other products of wildlife; 

(v) to assist and encourage the formation of wildlife 
societies and to act as a Central Coordinating 
Agency for all such bodies; 

(vi) to review from time to time the progress in the 
field of wildlife conservation in the country and 
suggest such measures for improvements as are con¬ 
sidered necessary; 

(vii) to perform such othfr functions as are germane to 
the purposes for which the Board is constituted. 

(viii) to advise the Central Government on any matter 
that It may refer to the Board, provided the subject 
matter of the reference falls within the prescribed 
functions of the Board. 

(ix) to do all such other things either alone or in con¬ 
junction with others or on the direction of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India, which the Board may consider 
necessary, advisable or conducive to the preservation 
and conservation of wildlife or for other similar 
purpose for which it is constituted, including those 
mentioned herein. 

3. Duration oj Membership 

(i) Members other than those who are members of 
office or appointment held Wy them, shall hold 
office for a period of four years, The Board would 
be reconstitute after every four years, unless other¬ 
wise ordere. 

(ii) A Member of Parliament, nominate as a member 
pf the Board, wUl continue to he such till the Board 
is reconstitute after four years, or otherwise, un¬ 
less he ceases to be such on the dissolution of the 
Parliament, or on his ceasing to be a member, 

(iii) A memner shall cease to -hold office on the hap¬ 
pening of any of the following events; if he shall 
die, resign, become of unsotind mind, become In¬ 
solvent or be convicted by a court of law of a 
criminal offence involving turpitude. 

(iv) 'Any vacancy in the membership caused by any of 
the reasons mentioned above shall be filled _ by 
appointment or nomination by the authority entitled 
to make such appointment or nomination. All 
such vacancies shall be filled for the remaining 
period out of the tepure period of four years. 

4. Meetings of the Board 

The Board shall ordinarily meet once a year and its meet¬ 
ings may be held in rotation In each of the four regions of 
the country as well as at the Centre, 

5. Thei Board shall appoint a Standing Committee to : 

(i) watch the! implementation of the recommendatihns 
of the Board and to aid and advise the Central and 
State Governments on any matter arising therefrom'^ 

(ii) iarry out all such functions of the Board as the 
Board may, frMn time to time, delegate to it, as 
well as to take action on behalf of the Board while 
it is not in session; and 

(iii) constitute specialised Committee, Sub-Committees 
and Study Groups as may be necessary, from time
